REMARKS 

Claim 2 has been canceled without prejudice. Claims 1, 3 and 4 have been 
amended. Claims 1 and 3-19 are currently pending. Reexamination and allowance of 
the pending claims is respectfully requested. 

First, even though Applicant does not agree with the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection, in the interest of expediting the prosecution of this application, 
Applicant is submitting herewith a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome this rejection. 
Second, the allowance of claims 9-19 is gratefully acknowledged. 
Third, independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 2 
(which has been canceled). Claim 3 has been rewritten into independent form and 
incorporating the limitations of claim 1. Thus, independent claims 1 and 3, and claims 4-8 
depending therefrom, are submitted to be in condition for allowance. 

In light of the above, it is respectfully submitted that ail pending claims 1 and 3-19 
are in condition for allowance.
